To amend an Act of the TJiird Year of the Reign of his late 
Majesty King George the Fourth, for the appointment of 
Constables in Ireland. 



[Note,— The ATorcIs and Clause printed in Italics are proposed to 
he inserted in the Committee.] 



W ipCE 31l(!tas> it IS expedient, for the better administration of 
Justice and preservation of the Peace in Ireland, to amend 
in the matters hereinafter mentioned an Act passed in the third year 
of the reign of his late Majesty King Geokge the Fourth, intituled, 
5 “ An Act for the Appointment of Constables, and to secure the effectual 
Performance of the Duties of their Office, and for the appointment of 
Magistrates in Ireland in certain cases JBSE ft tSrofott CEltattttI, by 
The king’s most Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and 
Consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this 
10 present Parliament assembled, and by the Authority of the same, THAT 
notwithstanding any thing contained in the said Act, dr in any Act 
passed for the amendment thereof, it shall and may he lawful for 
the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ire- 
land, to appoint to be paid to and for any one General Superiotendeiit 
15 and Inspector of the Chief Constables and Constables tbroughont Ire- 
land, in case and when the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Gover- 
nor or Governors of Ireland shall, under the provisions of the said 
recited Act, appoint any one person to be such General Superin- 
tendent or Inspector throughout Ireland, in the place of the General 
20 Superintendents and Inspectors now appointed, and acting, or autho- 
rized to act as such, and which it is hereby declared and enacted, that 
It shall and may be lawful to and for the said Lord Lieutenant, or other 
Chief Governor or Governors, at and during his or their will and 
pleasare to do, any Salary not exceeding in the whole the sum of One 
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Thousand Pounds; and every such one General Superintenrlenl or 
Inspector shall, on his appointment to such office, take before any Tao 
Magistrates the oaths by law required to be taken by Justices of the 
Peace in Ireland, and also the oaths hereinafter mentioned, and shall there- 
upon be and become, without further qualification or appointment, and 5 
continue so long as he shall hold the said office, but no longer, a Justice 
of the Peace for each and every county, county of a city, county of a 
town, and city and liberties throughout Ireland ; and that it shall be 
lawfulforthe said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
from time to time, at and during his or their will and pleasure, to appoint 10 
any person to be a Deputy to such one General Superintendent or 
Inspector, with such Salary, not exceeding the sum of Six hundred 
Pounds, as may to him or them seem sufficient. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, from time to time, 15 
at and during his or their will and pleasure, to appoint one fit and 
proper person in and for each and every county in Ireland, and for 
the county of the city of Cork, to be a county or Local Inspector of 
Police ;'and one other fit and proper person to be Paymaster, Store- 
keeper and Clerk to such Inspector ; and every such Inspector shall, 20 
on his appointment to such office, forthwith take before any .Two 
Magistrates the oaths by law required to be taken by Justices of the 
Peace in Ireland, and also the oath hereinafter contained, and shall 
thereupon be and become, without further qualification or appointment, 
and continue so long as he shall hold the said office, but no longer, a 25 
Justice of the Peace in and for the said county or county of a city 
and Liberties, and in 'and for each county, county of a city, and 
county of a town, or town and liberties adjoining thereto, or locally 
situate within any County for which he shall be appointed Inspector. 

And be it Enacted, That it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant, jq 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to fix and appoint 
such 'annual Salary as to him or them may seem proper, according to 
the extent and population of each county, and the duties therefore 
devolving on the Inspector thereof, to be paid to such each county or 
local Inspector, not exceeding in any case the sum of Fvoe hundred ^5 
Pounds, nor less than the sum of Three hundred Pounds, and such 
annual Salary as to him or them may seem fit, not exceeding the Sum 
of One hundred Pounds to each such Paymaster. 

And be it further Enacted, That every Paymaster appointed under 
this Act shall, before entering upon the execution of his office, give 
security to His Majesty in a Bond, with at least Two sufficient Sureties, 40 
in such sum as the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 

Governors of Ireland shall direct, to be conditioned for the faithful

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application and. accounting for all Monies, Stores and Eflects which 
shall come to his hands by virtue of the said office, and foi the- due 
execution of all other duties thereof. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall he lawful for the said Lord 
5 Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors, at and during his or 
ibeir will and pleasure, to appoint in and tor each and every county at 
large in Ireland, and for the county of the city of Cork, any number, 
not exceeding Four, lit and ])ro'per persons to be Sub-Inspectors of 
Police, and to act for such districts as may be assigned to them respec- 
10 lively in aid of and under the direction and control of the said County 
or Local Inspectors ; and that each such Sub-In-spector shall receive 
such salary, allowances and emoluments as are now in fact received by 
Chief Constables of the first class appointed under the provisions of 
the said recited Act; and that each such Sub-Inspector shall, upon 
15 taking the oath hereinafter mentioned, he and become invested with 
all such power and authority for the preservation of the peace as may 
by law belong to any Chief or other Constable : Provided always, 
That if the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors 
shall at any time find it necessary or expedient that any such Sub- 
20 Inspector should be invested with the powers and authorities of a 
Justice of the Peace, it shall he lawful for him or them, by warrant 
under his or their hands, to appoint such Sub-Inspector to be, during 
his or their pleasure, a Justice of the Peace for the county or district 
in which such Sub-Inspector may be acting, for any other county men- 
25 tioned in such warrant ; and every such Sub-Inspector shall, on his 
appointment to be such Justice, forthwith take, before any Two Magis- 
trates, the oaths by law required to be taken by Justices of the, Peace 
in Ireland, and thereupon be and become, without further qualification 
or appointment, and continue, so long as he, shall hold the said office, 
30 or until his appointment to act in that capacity shall be revoked by a 
like warrant, but no longer, a Justice of the Peace for each and every 
county, county of a city, or county of a town named in such warrant. 

And be it Enacted, That It shall apd may be lawful for the said.Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors, at and during his 
35 or their will and pleasure, to appoint, in and for each and every county 
at large, and for the county of the city of Cork, any number, not less 
than Slv and not more than Eighteen, fit and proper persons to be Chief 
Constables of Police in and for such county, in the place and stead of 
the persons now acting or authorized to act as suclv under the said 
recited Act; any thing therein, or in any Act amending the. same, con- 
tained, fixing or limiting the number, of Chief Constables to be appointed 
for any county notwithstanding. 
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And bo it further Enacted, That ib case Seven or more Magis 
tratcs of any county at large, or T/tree or more Magistrates of an 
county of a city, or county of a town, or city and liberties, duly 
assembled at any General or Special Sessions,' after notice given b 
tire Clerk of tire Peace, shall certify to the Lord Lieutenant or otlier 
Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, that the number of Consta- 
bles appointed for any such county, county of a city, or county of a 
town, or city and liberties, is insufficient for the due execution of 
the law and preservation of the peace within the same, it shall and 
may be lawfulf or the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or 
Governors of Ireland, by warrant under his hand, to direct that such 
additional number of Constables and Sub-Constables shall be appointed 
in and for such comity, county of a city, or county of a town, or city 
and liberties, as he or they shall deem expedient.

And be it further Enacted, That all Constables and Sub-Constables ij 
to be appointed at any time after the j>assu?g of this Act, for tbs 
purposes of tiie said recited Act, or of any Act passed for the ainend- 

ment thereof, and all additional Constables and Sub-Constables to be 

appointed under this Act, shall be from time to time selected and 
appointed solely by the Lord Lientenanl, or other Cliief Governor or jo 
Governors of Ireland ; any thing in the said recited Act, or any other 
Act, to the contrary in anywise notwithstanding. 

Provided always, That it shall not be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, to appoint any 
person to be sucli Constable or Sub-Constable who shall not have the sj 
qualifications now required by the said Acts in that behalf. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful to and 
for the Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of 
Ireland, at any time after the passing of this Act, by warrant under 
his hand, to declare that the several Ciiief Constables and Constables 30 
appointed under the pow'ers given in and made by an Act made in the 
fifty-fourth year of the reign of his late Majesty King George the 
Third, intituled, “ An Act to provide for the better Execution of the 
Laws in Ireland, by appointing Superintending Magistrates and addi- 
tional Constables in Counties, in certain Cases,” or. by any Act or Acts 3J1 
made to amend the said Act, shall become part of the Conslabnlary 
Force of the county, county, of a city, county of a town, or town 
and liberties in which, or any part of which, they may be acting, as if 
originally ISO appointed under the said Act made in the thifdyear of 
the reign of his late Majesty, or any Act amending the same, or under 40 
this Act, and they shall thenceforward have the powers qfraiid:'!#' 
subject to the authorities, rules and regulations affecting such last-oien'-; 
tioned Constables and Sub-Constables, and be paid in the like manner. 

And 
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And be itfurtlier Enacted, That it shall be lawful to and for the PoJrVo ford 

Lord Lieutenant, or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland 

by warrant under his hand, from time to time to reduce the number 
of Constables and Sub-Constables in and for any county, county of a 
5 city, county of a town, or city and liberties, to such number as to him 
or them shall seem expedient. 



and in order to provide an uniform system of Roles and Regnlations Pow/,fo'i.ord 
throughout the wliole of Ireland, for the management and discipline of 
the several Chief and otlier Constables appointed or to be appointed ' 

10 under the said Acts herein mentioned and this Act; BE it further 
Enacted, That from and after the passing of this Act, and notwith- 
standing any thing in the said Acts or any of them contained, it shall 
and may be lawful to and for the said Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland for the time being, to frame Rules, 

,5 Orders and Regulations in respect of the several duties to be per- 
formed by and for the general government of such General Superin- 
tendent or Inspector, his Deputy, and of all Local Inspectors, 

Paymasters, Clerks, Chief and other Constables, and Sub-Constables, 
appointed or to be appointed under tbe said Acts, or any of them, or 
20 under this Act, and from time to time to vary or annul all and every 
such Rules, Orders and Regulations, and all and every Rules, Orders 
and Regulations at any time heretofore made under the authority of 
the said Acts, or any them. 

And be it further Enacted, That every such Superintendent, Deputy, 

25 County Inspector, Sub-Inspector, Paymaster and other Officer, Chief 
and other Constables, to he at any time hereafter appointed, shall, 
before he shall be capable of doing any act in his said office, take and 
subscribe the following Oath ; (that is to say) 

Ij A. B., do siveai'; That! will well and truly serve our Sovereign 
3 *^ Loid the King in tbe office of [as the case may be], without 

favour or affection, malice or ill-will ; that I will see and cause 
His Majesty’s peace to be kept and preserved j and that I will 
prevent, to the best of my power, all offences against the same; 
and that while I shall continue to hold the said office, I will, to 
15 the best of my skill and knowledge, discharge all the duties there- 

of faithfully, and according to law ; and that I do not now be- 
long to, and that I will not while I shall continue, to hold the 
said office, join or belong to any secret or affiliated .political 
Society whatsoever. So help me GOD.” 

Which Oath shall be in lieu of the Oath prescribed to be taken by the 
said Act of the third year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
15 Geoege 
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Geouge the Third; and the said Oath shall be adnnnistered by any 
Magistrate, either in open sessions or otherwise ; and such Magistrate 
shall forthwith give to the person taking the same a certificate thereof 
under his hand ; such certificate to be forwarded to the Chief Secretary 
of the Lord Lieutenant, or the Under Secretary, or to such person as 5 
he may appoint. 

And be it further Enacted, That every General Superintendent, 
Inspector, Chief and other Constables, now appointed under the 
said Acts herein mentioned, shall, within One Month from the passing 
of this Act, take and subscribe the Oath aforesaid, in manner aforesaid, 10 
and obtain and forward such certificate thereof as aforesaid, or in 
default of his or their so doing, the Person or Persons who shall decline 
to take and subscribe the same in the time and manner aforesaid, shall, 
at the expiration of the said period of One Month, cease to hold his or 
their office or offices. 15 

And be it Enacted, That each County or Local Inspector to be 
appointed under this Act shall prepare and keep a List of such Per- 
son or Persons in the county, county of a city, county of a town, 
or town and liberties for which he ia appointed, as may be duly quali- 
fied and willing to serve in the Constabulary Force, which List shall, as 20 
nearly as may be consistent with the selection of fit and proper in- 
dividuals, be composed of persons from each barony and half-barony, 
ill proportion to tbe population of .such barony and half-barony, and 
be completed from time to time as vacancies occur therein, in the 
same manner, and the numbers in such List shall not exceed in the 25 
whole the numbers which may for that purpose be fixed by the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland ; and a 
copy of each such List when prepared shall be transmitted to the Ge- 
neral Superintendent, or Inspector, or his Deputy, and submitted for 
approval to the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Go- 30 
vernors of Ireland. 

And be it Enacted, That each and every Person whose name shall 
be in such Lists shall attend, when called upon by said County or 
Local Inspectors, at such times, not exceeding Si.t Days in tlie year, 
for the purpose of being inspected, trained and exercised as he shall 35 
direct, and shall be paid the sum of One skilling and Sixpence per day 
for each day of attendance ; and the name of every Person making 
default when so called on, unless prevented by some reasonable cause, 
to be approved of by the General Superintendent, or Inspector,, or his 
Deputy, or who shall on such inspection appear unfit for the said 
5 ^pvice, shall forthwith be erased from such List. 

And 
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And be it Enacted, That all vacancies occurring in the Sub-Constables Vacancies in 
or Constables appointed under the said Acts, or this Act, shall, from tmlaryw* b*e 
and after the formation of said Lists, be filled up, by the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, .from 
r the Persons named in such List, and shall be taken therefrom in 
rotation of baronies and half-baronies, as nearly as may be consistent 
with the selection of proper individuals, and the efficiency of the said 
Constabulary Force, and according to such arrangements as the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland may 
iO direct. 



And Ic it Enacted , , 2 'hat the provisio 7 is of the said recited Act Sakrits Eind 
authorizing and directing such sums to be issued aful advanced out of the undeTthis 
produce of the Consolidated Fund of the United Kmgdom of Great ^efeyed^iu 
Britain and Ireland, as may be from time to time ordered and db'tcted 
15 by the said Loi'd Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of 3Ge0'4- 
Ireland for the payment of the salaries and other costs, charges and 
expenses attendant upon the execution of the said Act, shall extend and 
be construed to extend to auiho 7 'ize and direct the issue and advance out 
of the said Consolidated Fwid of the salaries and other costs, charges 
20 and expenses attendant upon the execution of this Act, as if the same 
had been mentioned in the said recited Act ; and that a moiety of the . 
sums.wkich shall be so issued and, advanced out of the said fund, for the 
purpose of paying the salmy and expenses of any County or Local In- 
spector or .Suh‘ Inspector or. Paymaster, Magistrate, Chief Constable,

by tbe several Paymasters to such person or persons as the Lord Lieu- 
tenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland shall from time 
to time appoint, and shall be invested in Government Stock, by and in 
the name of such person or persons ; and the interest and dividends 
thereof, or so much of the same as shall not be required for the purposes 
hereinafter next mentioned, shall be likewise invested in such stock 
and accumulate, so as to form a Fund, to be called “ The Police Super- 
annuation Fund,” and to be applied from time to time as occasion may 
require, for the payment of such Superannuation or Retiring Allow- 
ancesasmaybe at any time after Km Years from the passing of Ihh 
Act ordered or appointed from time to time by the Lord Lieutenant 
or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, under any of the 
powers given to him in and by the said Acts or any of them ; and in 
case the Fund so accumulated shall be inadequate to pay such Super- 
annuations or Retiring Allowances, One-half of sucli deficiency shall 
be made up by presentment of the Grand Juries of the respective 
counties, in such proportions as the Lord Lieutenant or other Chief 
Governor or Governors of Ireland shall from time to time direct and 
appoint, and the other half of such deficiency shall be paid out of the 
Consolidated Fund of the United Kingdom of Great Britain and Ireland 
arising in Ireland. 

Provided always, and be it Enacted, That nothing in this Act con- 
tained shall be taken to affect or abridge the Powers vested in the Lord 
Lieutenant or other Chief Governor or Governors of Ireland, with or ■ 
without the advice of the Privy Council of Ireland, by the said Act 
passed in the fifty-fourth year of the reign of his late Majesty King 
George the Third, or any Act passed for the amendment thereof. 
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
